Children's First Plan. for 2005- 
2006 in a regular. meeting on 
September 13th. They also 
heard Superintendent Danny 
Weeks give a positive report on 
school finances, address energy 
conservation measures: and the 
result of recent review. of the 
Alabama Reading program.

Chapman contacted Justin 
Klemm to design and imple-, 
ment the Web site, Chris Panetta 
agreed to purchase the domain 
name (www, Katrinakits.com 
and host the site. Both provided 
their services at no charge, 
Within a few hours, the site was 
up and running, complete with a 
secure method to make dona- 
tions through PayPal, an online 
payment service. 

More than 50 Katrina Kits 
have already been assembled. 

“This is something people can 
do to help who can’t go to those 
hard hit areas,” Gray said. 
“We're trying to create as many 
handles on this as we can.” 

A donation of $12 to $14 pays 
for one of the three different kits 
available, one for men, women 
and children. Adult kits include 
items such as disposable razors, 
a towel, shampoo, comb or 
brush and lip balm. The child's 
kit contains, among other items,

A joint investigation between 
local law enforcement agencies 
led to the recent arrest of two 
individuals if conection with 
the alleged sexual assault of a 
juvenile.

Near the end of September 1519, a fleet of five small 
ships left Spain for the Canary Islands. The thirty-nine 
year-old Portuguese commander, Ferdinand Magellan, 
planned to lead the two hundred and seventy men on 
a voyage never before attempted. He hoped to circle 
the globe and find the Spice Islands. 

Spices had been available to Europeans for cen- 
turies, but only after completing a long Journey over 
the Silk Road from the Orient. The flavor they added

to the bland European diet made them a highly 
desirable commodity, and at the beginning of the 
sixteenth century, only gold and silver were more valuable. 
Twenty years before Magellan began his 
voyage, the Portuguese explorer Vasco de Gama 
had successfully found the Spice Islands by sailing 
east around the Cape of Good Hope. When 
Magellan left Spain, he hoped to break Portugal's 
stranglehold on the spice trade by finding a route 
to the islands that avoided the Portuguese fleets: 
Heading southwest across the Atlantic, it 
took Magellan and his men more than a year to 
round the southern tip of South America and reach 
the Pacific Ocean. Along the way, three of his five 
captains revolted, forcing Magellan to execute one 
and leave a second ashore In South America. He 
lost one of his ships in a South Atlantic storm; and a 
second fled back to Spain with the bulk of the 
fleet's provisions. 
When they finally reached the Pacific, 
Magellan believed the Spice Islands were only 
two or three days away, so he confidently 
led his three remaining ships into the 
vast Pacific Ocean. As day after day 
passed without reaching land, he was 
forced to reduce the crew's rations. 
Then, they ran out, Days turned Into 
months, the water turned putrid and 
undrinkable, and with no fresh fruit or 
vegetables, scurvy attacked the men. 
Without any other food, they survived by 
eating rats, leather strips from the sails, 
and sawdust. 
Finally, after four months, they 
reached an island that provided them with 
fresh fruit, water, and vegetables, After replen-

ishing thelr supplies, the sailors continued on to the 
Philippines; which they reached during the spring of 
1521. It was here, while attempting to subdue a 
native tribe, that Ferdinand Magellan met his end. 


The eighteen survivors arrive beck in Spain. Through the Museo 
Naval de Madrid. 


With their leader dead, the remaining 115 
sailors realized they could only crew two of the three 
remaining ships. After burning one, the remaining 
two ships loaded with spices took opposite routes 
back to Spain, One headed back across 'the Pacific, 
where the Portuguese intercepted it, stole its cargo, 
and killed the crew. The second vessel, the Victoria, 
captained by Sebastian del Cano, headed west. and 
arrived in Spain the following September, Of the 
original 270 men who left Spain, only eighteen returned. 

When the eighteen men stepped off the 
Victoria, they became the first to circumnavigate the 
globe. Added to that accomplishment, thelr cargo 
was so valuable that, when it was sold, the proceeds 
paid for the entire expedition. Find out more about 
the men of the Age of Discovery.

ni illustrates a simple approach of sharing our faith that has 
results 

1. Jesus shared His faith with every day people like us. Like the 
people we talk to on a daily basis, 

A. This particular woman was probably doing her daily chores, 
Notice verse 7, The Samaritan woman came to draw water from the 
well. She probably did this on a daily basis. 

B. She was somewhat religious but had the wrong concept of 
serving God. Verse 20-24 she says; “Our fathers worshiped on this 
mountain, but you Jews claim that the place where we must worship 
is in Jerusalem.” Jesus declared, “Believe me, woman, a time is 
coming when you will worship the Father neither on this mountain 
nor in Jerusalem, 22 You Samaritans worship what you do not 
know; we worship what we do know, for salvation is from the Jews, 
23 Yet a time is Coming and has now come when the true worship- 
pers will worship the Father in spirit and truth, for they are the kind 
of worshippers the Father seeks. 24 God is spirit, and his worship- 
pers must worship in ‘spirit and in truth,” 

C, She was living a life of sin verse 16, He told her, “Go call your 
husband and come back,” 17 “I have no husband,” she replied, 

Jesus said to her, “You are right when you say you have no hus- 
band, 18 The fact is, you-have had five husbands, and the man you 
now have is not your husband, What you have just said is quite 
true.” 

2; Jesus shared His faith with those that God directed Him to. 
Notice He had to go'thru Samaria. The Lord will bring you into con- 
tact with people that need ministry and you neéd to grab every 
opportunity that-comes your way. 

3. He ministered to people that were considered outcasts. When a 
Samaritan woman came to draw water, Jesus said to her, “Will you 
give mea drink?” The Samaritan. woman said to him “You are a Jew 
and I am a Samaritan woman; How. can you ask me for a drink? (For 
Jews did not associate with Samaritans:) 

A. She was a Samaritan. The Samaritans were considered unclean 
and half breed: Some may have been considered a type.of Samaritan 
or outeast at some point in their lives. 

B. She was.an adulterer. he'told-her, “Go, call’ your husband and 
come back.” 17 “I have no husband she replied. “The fact is you 
have five husbands, and the man you now have is not Med husband. 
What you have just said is quite true.” 

How does Jesus teach us to overcome the fear of sharing our faith 
with others? 

1. Realize that you have sometifhg that others are very much in 
need of. 

Verse 13 Jesus answered, “Everyone who drinks this water will be 
thirsty again, 14 but whoever drinks the water I give him will never 
thirst. Indeed, the water I give him ‘will become in him a spring of 
water welling up to eternal life.”
